der of Phasbe Paullin,

Detectives Hard at Work—No Clew Leading 
Toward the Discovery ‘of the Murderer— 
Where and by Whom the Girl Was Last 
Seen—A Tall Mans 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

ORANGE, N. J., November 28. — It is re- 
ported here that a woman has recognized the 
bloody shirts found near where Phebe Paul- 
lin was murdered as belonging to her son, 
who has been missing from home since Sat- 
urday morning last. Public Prosecutor 
Keene has officially notified Gov, Ludiow of 
the tragedy, and suggests a statéd reward 
for the arrest of the murderer. Marshal Mc- 
Chesney and the detectives thought 
that they had a e¢lew to the mur- 
derer. Nicholas Murphy’s young son re- 
ported that he and two other boys 
had seen two shirts in a sand vit near Dodd- 
town, one mile east of the base of the mount- 
ains, Officers Conroy and Eisenberg found 
a White woolen undershirt and a biue and 
white striped overshirt in the sand pit, and 
there were red stains om both shirts, which 
had evidently been 

REMOVED BY THE WEARER IN HASTE 

and flung in the pit. People in the vicinity 
said that on Saiurday eveaing a tall man had 
been seen crussing to thegand pit. Chester 
Williams, 44 years old, a. married 
man. and an old resident, was 
arrested on suspicion and detained 


in the Orange Police Station. Dr. Wm. 
Pierson said the spots en the shirts were 
made by blood. Dr. Stickler, who examined 
the spots microscopically, said he thought 
the stains were made by @ woman’s biood. 
Chester Williams was seen in his cell by the 
Post-DISPATCH correspondent.

Mr. Murray, Utah’s Governor, on 
the Mormon Question. 


Does Not Believe in Crushing Polygamy Out 
by Force—Present Laws Touching the Mor- 
mon Subject Imadequate—A Suggestion or 
Two Worthy of Note. 


By Telegraph tothe Post-Dispatch. 

New York, November 28.—Gov. Eli H. 
Murray of Utah was sent there nearly three 
years ago by the President. He is on an 
official visit East to report to the Secretary 
of the Interior all he has seenin that section 
of the land. Yesterday he was encountered 
in this city and asked to give the results of 
his observations and experience. In the 
course of the interview hesaid: “The Mor- 
mon Church of late years has concealed the 
amount of money it collects. They are ex- 
tremely and wisely reticent about their 
monetary affairs, and there isno avenue 
open tomeor to the general Government 
leading to a justifiable investigation thereof, 
so that we really know nothing about

ELECTRIC LIGHT WIRES. 


Accidents That Were the Result of 
Coming in Contact With Them. 
By Teiegrapn to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, November 28.—Tne Brush 
electric lights along Fifth avenue, from 
Twenty-sixth to Thirty-fourth streets, were 
extinguished on Monday evening from 10 to 


|1l1o0’clock. The street was in utter darkness,

The pole broke off a 
little above the pavement, demolished the

ANGLO LAND-GRABBING. « 


British Land Monopolists Operating in 
America. , 
From the Washington Herald. 

The largest owner of land bought in recent 

ears in this country is Sir Edward James 

eed, M. P. tor Cardiff, Wales. Ue has pur- 
chased in the last ten years 2,000,000 acres of 
well-selected cattle-grazing land in Montana 
and Dakota. Sir Edward Ree d is a practical 
man aud the founder of his own fortune, 
which he got out of the iron and coal mines 
of his native Wales and the tin mines of 
Cornwall. His investments in this country 
directed many others to our public domain 
who had great confidence in his sagacity. 
Nextin consequence is the purchase last 
year of 1,300,000 acres, consisting mostly of 
pine land in the State of Mississippi, though 
included in this holding are 400,000 acres of 
the finest agricultural land on the continent, 
lying on the Yazoo River bottoms. This 
magnificent property belongs to the firm of 
Philips, Marshall & Co., wealthy corn fact- 
ors of Mark Lane, who are also the largest 
dealers in American wheat and other grains 
in England. Next in consequence comes the 
Grant estate, which includes an_ entire 
county in Kansas, and has within its bounds 
350,000 acres. This probably is the most de- 
sirabie landed estate held by a single owner 
in America, as the iand is rich, well watered 
dnd settled mostiy by emigration farmers 
from England and Scotiand. A'exander 
Grant, the owner, has laid off all his lands 
into farms, buiit about 400 good faru-houses, 
each with the necessary vut-buildings, and 
is conducting the estate just as though it 
was uorth of the Cheviots instead of in 
America. The Duke of Portsmouth owns 
abuut 500,000 acres, part of which is on the 
North Platte in Nebraska, and part in Colo- 
rado. Not much of itis yet in cultivation. 
Lord Stafford owns 100,000 acres on the line 
of the Northern Pacite Kailroad. and he is 
gradually coionizing it _ getting it into 
neid cultivation. Lord Duuraven is the pi- 
oneer of the English nobility in land-owninug. 
He bought the well-known property in Cvol- 
orado called by him Dunraven Park in 1868, 
aud at Government prices. Dunraven Park 
contains about 100,000 acres. ‘Ihe first pur- 
chase was 60,000, and subsequently 40,000 
acres more was added. It is une of the best 
cattle rauchesin America, being a lovely 
valley, full of pure streams fed by mountain 
springs, rich in the best cattle-growing grass 
Known, and the whule property is fenced in 
by wountain ranges. It is now easily worth 
$1,000,000, but Lord Dunraven refuses to sell 
itatany price. Lord Dunmore owns 10,000 
acres nut far from Dunraven, and very uwuch 
the sawwe Character of land, which is rapidiy 
improving. ‘The Duke of Beaufort is one of 
the four owners of a tract of 4uu,0U00 acres re- 
certiy bought by Engiish gentiemen in the 
Pan-handie of Lexas, and Sir John Rae- 
Reed is another of them, the others of inter- 
est being two rich bankers’ sons. There are 
many other Englishmen who have from 1,000 
to 2,000 acres iu Colorado, Lexas, Dakota and 
New Mexico, but thuse aliudeda to in the 
House of Lords only were tnose I wished to 
speak o

The Markets. 
FORENOCON SESSION. CLOSING AT 1 P. M. 

Comparing the combined stocks for this week 
of St. Louis, Chicago, Toledo, Milwaukee, New 
York, Baltimore and Kansas City, with the pre- 
ceding week shows an increase of about 720,000 
bu. in wheat and a decrease of over 76,000 bu. in 
corn. Asthe largest falling off in corn was in 
seaboard ports, itis probable the next visible 
supply will show a decrease, while wheat should 
show a considerable increase.——T his morning’s 
cable says that the Cabinet Council of France has 
rescinded the decree forbidding the importation 
of American pork into France, provided the munic- 
ipal authorities or Chambers of Commerce of 
localities interested agree to organize a system of 
pork inspection._—The Cincinnati Price-Current 
has compiled a full report on the corn crop of 1883 
according to their latest returns, and the editor, 
Geo. B. Murray, has telegraphed R. S. McCor- 
mick & Co., that their estimate is of a 1,450,000,000 


bu. This is 180,000,000 bu. larger th an the 1,270.000,- 
000 crop that Chicago has been-advancing so heay- 
ilyson. The Uhicago Tribune says there 
are indications that considerable quantities of 
wheat are under orders to move to that market 
from Minneapolis and other points in the North- 
west. Yesterday alternoon saw the most ex- 
citing wheat andcorn markets in St. Louis that 
were ever known. Traders were paying almost 
any _ asked on call, and afterwards selling at 
the st prices offered. To accommodate the 
operators the session Was _ prolongeé to 3:30 
o'clock, and it was all the Exchange employes

of wildest excitement, and the noise was equal to 
any “Kerry Patch” ward meeting. Jimmy Ure, 
the option pepesies for the Price Current, was 
.kepton the fivfrom one side of the pit to tbe 
other to Keep track of the trades. As he emerged 
from the crowd, wiping the perspiration from his 
brow, he solemnly remarked, “Ii this thing keeps 
up a week longer, I'll be in condition to travel as 
a living skeleton, I’ve lostten pounds to-day.” 
The Merchants’ and Cotton Exchanges, 
the banks and all the wholesale business 
houses will be closed to-morrow, Thanks- 
giving Day. No cemmercial will appear 
in the Post-DisPATCH until Friday. 
The corn markxetof to-day was preity badly 
mixed. The tone changed from weakness to 
strength, and the course of values from declines 
to advances almost inthe twinkling of an eye. 
This was more especially the case during the ear- 
iy hours. A decline was lorked for by mos} tra- 
ders in to-day’s market, andthe disposition at 
openin was to sell. European cables 
on the markets firm, and 
private advices hght offer- 
ings in England. this cut no 
figure. The weather was coldand clear pretty 
much throughout the country, the weather map 
showing red wafers plastered all over the West, 
indicating clear skies, while the temperature was 
cold in the Northwest, and this tended io make 
the feeling bearish. Thereport was circulated ou 
the floor® at the opens that Francis & Bro. in- 
tended to unload their long corn this morning and 
they did sell 200,000 bu., And the smart ones 
thought to forestall this by selling early and forc- 
ing a de¢line. There was quite a rush to 
sellonthe strength of the «above, and January 
opened: 44c off at 46 and May %c lower at 51, the 
former selling up Y4cand then obreaking off 4c 
and May dropping 4c from the opening. Rieut 
here tbe decline received a check. Chicago, 
which had opened lower for corn and provisions, 
suddenly turned and May corn in that market 
shot upward rapidly. The feeling was said to be 
extremely vervous and unsettied in that market 
through fears ot European complications arising 
from the Francoe-China an the Egyptian 
troubles. Receipts of corn were sinall 
in Chicago, too while buying was 
going on heavily. This reaction in Chicago at 
once was feit here aud turned seliers iuto buyers 
and the decline into ap advance, January selling 
up %,c and May 1‘4c from the bottom rates. At 
this advance a good many sellers came to the 
front for coultry account, such large receiving 
houses as R. Cleary & Co., Doling & Laugenberg, 
T. Bartholow & Co. and others pulting out large 
amounts, mainly for May. but some for January, 
which represented actual corm two come 
here from Kansas and Missourt. The feeling 
among local specuiators was fully as nervous 
Over the European question as io other murkets, 
but the St. Louis crowd Is rather disposed to bear- 
ish ideas on corn, and not much stock is placed in 
the present advance. So, while St. Louis respond- 
ed to Chicago's advance, it did so rather slowiy 
and aweak undertone ran through the market, 
with traders ready to sell ireely if they oniy got 
the marketto goimg their way. After the first 
large advance, prices pursued an irreguiar course 
untii after the noon Call; then the weak- 
ness in wheat and declines elsewhere 
brought out more sellers. May went down 
to Sic, and the close was 4y@*, lower than yester- 
day. Cash No. 2 mixed advaneed ic to 45%4c, sell- 
ing entireiy to specuiative Duyers, exporters 
being ruled out by the higher price. Other grades 
were taken mainly by order dealers, 

Wheat was fully as unsettled as corn, but not so 
actively dealt in, and changes tn price were not 
sosharp and decided. Dull and weak cabies, 
both from Eugiand and the Continent, helned in- 
tensify the bearish feeling that prevailed here 
fariy, and as Chicago and the s@aboard’ were 
slower at the opouing, the home market opened 
at®.coff at $165, 1or January and §1 11%, for 
May. Theufor some time tbe coursé of vaiues 
was irregular, Jannary selling off to $1 045, 
and May advancing 14¢ only to fall back to $1 114,. 
From these lower rates there was a stiff advance, 
May selling up to $1124 ona higher Chicago, 
which was excited then bv the up turn in corn 
and “war’’ rumors—French rentes reported 30 
points lower. But subsequently the local market 
ruied quiet and unsettied, aud after the noon call 
let down, the demand subsiding and sellers be- 
coming bolder. An increase of 800,000 bushels 
was reported in the visibie supply, latest London 
cabies were depressed for wheat, France was 
said to be selling wheat in Chicago (a good (?) evl- 
dence of war) and the whole situation became 
very Weak. Prices declined steadily -until at the 
close, 5,@1c velow yesterday’s close. Cash grades 
were bigher and met a good demand to che extent 
of the offerings. 

Oats declined early, later stiffening up, and May 
then selling at 3p44, but at close the market was 
off again and weuk. Cash oats Were very scarce, 
and. though higher prices were bid on the cail, 
none seid, but afterwards a few cars No, 2 
brought 28% fn St. L.

The Globe-Democrat this morning intimates 
that James O'Neil is the new pitcher who has 
been secured by the 8t. Louis club to succeed 
Mullane. Lf this is the case they havé got a 
treasure, and as it is now pretty generally known 
in the East, that 8t. Louls has been making 
vigorous effurts to secure him, he was trans- 
ferred by a sort of hocus-pocus to the Metropoli- 
tans, but the shrewd Gothamites were not so 
shrewd as they suspected, as ©'Nell’s case comes 
under the same rule as did Sommers’ and the 
other Cincinnall men who signed with Baruie, 
and which isone of the articles of the tripartite 
agreement. Notice of bis release was dated 
November 1, by Secretary Nick Young of the 
League; his contract with the Metropoli- 
iaus was dated October 31, aud was 
really made on that date. His release 
was accordingly valid and in order, but a 


contract made within twenty days would bave 
been illegal and invalid.
